SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 
22.— That the recent shipments 
of meat from Australia will gen­ 
erally reduce meat prices here is 
the confident prediction of deal­ 
ers who are handling the foreign 
product. 
Thep declare the pub- 
iic is eager to buy the meat in 
preference to the home product, 
especially as its price averages 
more than 20 per cent lower. 
Dealers who handle the Aus­ 
tralian meat are selling porter­ 
house steak at twenty cents 
a 
pound, as against 25 to 35 ask­ 
ed ofr the local product. Other 
cuts are proportionately low'er. 
The steamer Sonoma is due 
here this afternoon with 192,- 
000 more of the Australian meat 
and local dealers here already 
ordered twice that amount rush­ 
ed. 
Two hundred San Francisco 
shops are handling the imported 
meat. 
Dispatches from Los Angeles 
say a similar 
situation 
exists 
there and that enormous quan­ 
tities of foreign meat have been 
sold. 
Fewer shops are handling 
it there, however.

A great difference exists in the range 
of the rise and fall of the tides be* 
tween the Atlantic and Pacific sides 
of the isthmus of Panama. The mean 
level of the oceans is the same on both 
sides, but at Colon the mean range 
from high to low water is only about 
seven Inches, whereas at Panama it is 
more than twelve feet. 
This great 
difference is explained by the existence 
of a tidal obstruction, which prevents 
the Atlantic tide from entering the 
Caribbean sea. 
Panama, on the other 
hand, lies at one corner of the triangu­ 
lar area of the north Pacific ocean, and 
in areas of that shape the range of 
tide is usually great at the corners.
